British Columbia Company 
Operating in Alberta With- 
out Right, 


REFUSED REGISTRATION 
AND THEN DID BUSINESS 


Companies Cannot Operate 


Both fer Trust and In- 
vestment, 


A fine of $750 for operating con- 
trary to the company regulations of 
Alberta has just been secured against 
the Aetna Trust and Investment com- 
pany, with offices In Edmonton and 
Calgary. The presecution took place in 
the latter city and was conducted by 
the attorney general's department at 
the request of the provincial secretary's 
department. 

The company was registered under 
the laws of the province of British Col- 
umbia and was ‘ncorporated to do busi- 
ness as a trust and investment com- 
pany. In Alberta trust companies are 
not allowed to speculate in real estate 
and carry on a general brokerage busi- 
ness, but the Aetna company compris- 
ed in its charter numerous lines of 
activity, some of them widely different 
from the powers usually granted to a 
trust Company. 

The company was Instructed, on ap- 
plying for incorporation in Alberta that 
they neust divorce the investment end 
of the Lusiness from the trust business 
and carry on one or the other, but not 
heth 

The company however did a consid- 
cravle amount of business in the pro- 
vince without being registered in this 
province, hence the fine. The company 
dealing ity oii stock and sold a 
quantity of stock of oil companies 
whieh were also not registered in this 
province. 

Both the provineljal secretary's de- 
partment and the attorney general's de- 
partment are keenly on the look-out for 
companies operating here contrary to 
the laws of the province and proceed- 
ings have been taken in a number of 
cases, AS a consequence there is be- 
Ing exhibited a tendency to comply 
with the strict letter of the law,

Prince Albert, Sask., June 19,—At 
the banquet which wound up _ the 
French congress the proceedings were 
opened by singing the national anthem 
immediately followed by the blessing 
of the table by Bishop Pascal of Prince 
Albert. The toast to the King was

and the establishment of permanent 
committees on colonization In the large 
cities.

BOUNDARIES OF NEW DOMINION 
CONSTITUENCIES IN ALBERTA 
FIXED BY REDISTRIBUTION ACT 


The following is the complete text of 
the new redistribution bill as applied 
to Alberta:

in this and other cities in’ Canada

“It look more and more as if the 


bankers were joking us right and left. 
We have been told that money would 
loosen up month after month, All 
we had to do was wait a little while, 
We have been doing this_for almost 
two years now and still they tell us 
that only a further little wait is 
needed, 

“It is a peculiar thing that during 
the alleged financial depression, while 
almost every other form of business 
was losing money and many concerns 
were going into the hands of receivers, 
banks and other kinds of money lend- 
ers were making bigger profits than 
aver. 

“IT have looked over bank reports 
which have been published in the 
papers of the country from time to 
time and the latest reports of five 
banka on this statement I have here 
show that these five banks send no 
lesa than $80,000,000 out of the country 
in loans—and still the business men of 
this country can't get money, because 
there are wars and war sceres some 
other places. 

“TL would like to have any banker in 
this city, who I know are not respon- 
sible for the conditions which exist, 
as they get thelr orders from eastern 
officials who know practically nothing 
about the west, look over this state- 
ment and tell me wherein it is wrong, 
or send it down to thelr head offices 
and let them show where it ts, 

“It shows that these five banks 
alone have taken over $80,000,000 out 
of good Canadian deposits, money 
made by farming, lumbering, mining, 
fishing and manufacturing, and loaned 
it to outsiders. The man who farms 
or lumbers or mines or fishes or manu- 
factures cannot get money to carry on 
his business, 

“I notice that the Calgary board of 
trade sent @ message to the Edmon- 
ton board, which was read at the last 
meeting of the latter body, and am 
sorry it was filed without some action 
being taken, as reported in the press. 
I think that all the boards of trade in 
the dominion should take steps to find 
out why it Js that such huge amounts 
of money are taken out of Canada, at 
this stage of her growth, when every 
cent is needed at home. Boards of 
trade and like institutions expend lots 
of money in Inducing factoriea, farm- 
ers and others to locate here, when, 
if they could only make conditions such 
that these farmers or manufacturers 
could get loans for legitimate business 
operations on good security at reason- 
able rates of interest, they could not 
keep the farmers or manufacturers 
away, 

“We have lots of resources and 
every kind of industry, but as long as 
our banking system permits millions 
upon millions to be taken out of the 
country every year, of course the farm- 
ers and industrial concerns will go 
where the money goes.”
